Recent health scare gives 
Appleman new ontlook on life

Garrett Appleman is used to han¬ 
dling tough situations. He's been 
apart of many intense, nerve-racking 
district and regional playoff games 
over his career as a varsity basket¬ 
ball player for the Pendleton County 
Wildcats. 

But over the last several weeks 
Appleman has been faced with an 
opponent unlike any he has ever 
known, an obstacle that couldn't be 
prepared for by watching game film 
or reviewing a playbook: his own 
personal well-being. 

Shortly after Christmas, he began 
experiencing chest pains that were 
accompanied with dizziness, short¬ 
ness of breath, and breaking out in a 
cold sweat. These episodes would 
occur in unexpected, random occur¬ 
rences, whether it be during practice 
or at home following the slightest bit 
of active behavior. After notifying 
the Wildcats coaching staff and team 
trainer of his discomfort, it was rec¬ 
ommended that Appleman get 
checked out. Ultimately, Appleman 
and his family found themselves in 
the cardiology unit at the University 
of Cincinnati Medical Center. 

It didn't take long to determine 
that Appleman's situation wasn't 
life-threatening, but the exact cause 
of the episodes wasn't known either. 

Not wanting to risk any chance 


that might worsen the situation, it 
was determined that Appleman's 
basketball career would come to an 
abrupt halt. 

"Once Garrett told us about the 
problem we moved swiftly in trying 
to get him immediate care," said 
Pendleton County Athletic Director 
Keith Smith. 

"Even though he 
wasn't experiencing the 
discomfort all the time, 
we knew it was in his 
best interest to keep him 
off the basketball court 
until we had an idea 
of what was going on," 
continued Smith. 

Suddenly, Appleman 
found himself as a spec¬ 
tator on the sidelines, 
and he traded his warm¬ 
ups in for a heart moni¬ 
tor. "It's been tough 
watching the games 
from the bench, I'd 
much rather be out there 
trying to help my team 
win, but, I realize that I 
can't do that," said 
Appleman. 

According to the 
American Heart Asso¬ 
ciation, heart disease is 
the number one killer of 
both men and women in 
the country with 80% of 


those deaths being 

preventable. And once in every 
four days, a competitive, young ath¬ 
lete suffers a cardiac arrest.

Falmouth to distribute prescription medication cards 

City Council versus the Dark Vultures

Kirby Ramsey of the Ken¬ 
tucky League of Cities addressed 
the Falmouth City Council 
regarding services available 
through KLC. The Kentucky Rx 
Card was the primary benefit 
discussed. Mr. Kirby explained 
that the card was provided free 
to all Kentucky citizens and was 
accepted by over 56,000 phar¬ 
macies on a national level, 
including most major chains. 



The Kentucky Rx Card Program 
was launched to help uninsured 
and underinsured residents with 
their prescriptions. If you have 
no medical insurance or your 
insurance does not cover a pre¬ 
scription the Rx Card can pro¬ 
vide a discount of up to 75%. 
The average savings are roughly 
30%. If you currently have 
insurance and it pays for part of 
the medication, then the Rx 
Card does not provide any addi¬ 
tional coverage on that prescrip¬ 
tion. The Falmouth City Council 
approved the program and 
agreed to assist in the distribu¬ 
tion of the Rx Card. Mayor 
Mark Hart said this was a oppor¬ 


tunity to give something to our 
citizens instead of taking some¬ 
thing away. The Kentucky 
League of Cities will provide 
Falmouth City Hall with an ini¬ 
tial 1,000 cards. The city of 
Falmouth will place a notice in 
The Falmouth Outlook explain¬ 
ing where and how the card will 
be made available. The Rx Card 
will be provided to any Fal¬ 
mouth or Pendleton County 
resident wanting the service.

Jerry Conrad, 69, of Plymouth, 
Fla., formerly of Falmouth, passed 
away on Monday, January 14, 2013. 

He was preceded in death by 
parents Allen W. and Mary A. Con¬ 
rad. 

Jerry is survived by brother, Russ

Born in Falmouth, Ky., Jerry 
attended Falmouth School and grad¬ 
uated from Pendleton Memorial 
High School. In 1965 he graduated 
from the University of Kentucky with 
a degree in education. He taught high 
school English and History in North¬ 
ern KY and then moved to Central 
Florida in 1968. After teaching one 
more year Jerry began a nearly 
2 5-year career with Disney World 
during and after its construction.

of operation within the community. 
For a while they situated themselves 
just off Robbins Avenue, near U.S. 
27. When fire crackers were set off to 
unwelcome the birds, they slightly 
resituated. Now, they roost near the 
Falmouth School Center, between 
Chapel Street, Main Street and Rob¬ 
bins Avenue in a little area of trees 
and underbrush. Their number has 
been estimated at 300. The vultures 
are considered a nuisance and a 
health hazard. And they are dark, a 
dark so deep that cameras cannot 
capture their features in detail. They 
seem to be more shadow than bird, 
more spirit than feather, flesh and 
bone. The mayor and the council 
have researched the problem and 
have secured permission to force 
flock relocation. (Dark Vultures are a 
protected species) Mayor Mark Hart 
explained that a few of the birds will 
be shot and their bodies hung in 
effigy in the top of the very trees 


where the 300 roost. Air cannons are 
also to be used, said the mayor, to 
produce a frightening noise that will 
distress the birds. A citizen in atten¬ 
dance of the council meeting said 
that a University of Kentucky profes¬ 
sor had recommended to him that 
strong laser beams be used to harass 
the vultures, in their roost, just after 
nightfall. All three of these solutions: 
hanging in effigy, air cannons and 
laser beams have been employed suc¬ 
cessfully in other communities. It is 
expected that they will prove effective 
in Falmouth as well.

Sen. Katie Stine reviews Kentucky 

CONGRESSIONAL WEEK

The Senate 
continued 
working hard 
this week pass¬ 
ing bills address¬ 
ing healthcare, 
the state’s debt, 
school safety, 
economic devel¬ 
opment, and 
the justice sys¬ 
tem. Without further ado, let’s 
dive right in. 

Healthcare 

Senate Bill 3 allows for a 
Christian medical-needs sharing 
program to return to Kentucky 
after being rejected last year by 
the Kentucky Department of 
Insurance. This insurance-like 
program has helped hundreds of 
people in our state afford health 
insurance and even qualifies as 
certified coverage under the fed¬ 
eral Affordable Healthcare Act. 
There are three such programs in 
Kentucky. 

Senate Bill 43 allows for great¬ 
er access to healthcare by the 
general population by making it 
easier for physician’s assistants to 
work in Kentucky rather than 
graduating from our schools and 
then leaving the state. We have 
many areas here that are medi¬ 
cally under-served and these 
medical professionals fill a real 
need in our communities. 

State Debt Ceiling 

Recently, Kentucky’s bond 
rating was downgraded due part¬ 
ly to our 8.4% level of bonded 
indebtedness. Senate Bill 10 lim¬ 
its state debt to only 6% of Gen¬ 
eral Fund revenues. This is a level 
generally accepted as the standard 
by bond rating agencies, as well as 
a threshold the legislature has 
historically attempted to operate 
within. As long as I have been a 
member, the Senate has always 
passed a budget with less debt 
than either the Governor’s or the 
House’s proposals. The measure 
applies only to the General Fund 
and excludes debt for universities, 
the Kentucky Housing Authority, 
and the stand-alone Road Fund. 
School Safety 

Senate Bill 8 was developed 
with the intent of bringing some¬ 
thing positive out of the tragedy 
of Newtown, Conn. The bill 
directs school superintendents to 
submit school safety plans to the 
Kentucky Department of Educa¬ 
tion. It also requires the adoption 
of a school safety plan, safety 
drills during the first month of 
school, and for confidential 


school diagrams to be shared with 
local first-responders. These are 
straight-forward and low-cost 
measures that while may not be 
able to completely prevent trage¬ 
dy will hopefully better prepare 
us. 

Economic Development 

Senate Bill 30 allows Ken¬ 
tucky to position our farmers so 
that once the federal government 
approves the cultivation of indus¬ 
trial hemp, we can be in the fore¬ 
front of an industry that produces 
products for cars, cosmetics, 
food, and clothes. It is hoped 
that this will also promote job 
creation. 

Senate Bill 88 will allow for 
the modernization of phone-ser¬ 
vice in Kentucky and expand 
broad-band throughout the state. 

Senate Bill 46 cuts state regu¬ 
lations to make it easier to pro¬ 
duce biomass energy in Eastern 
Kentucky by setting up a frame¬ 
work that will allow companies to 
locate there to generate biomass 
fuel from waste wood product. It 
is expected to create more than 
500 direct and indirect jobs in 
Eastern Kentucky with a project¬ 
ed economic impact of more than 
$300 million during the initial 20 
years. 

Justice 

Senate Bill 23 clarifies that 
judges can authorize review of 
DNA evidence after conviction 
even in non-capital punishment 
cases as is currently the law. If 
DNA is good enough to prove 
guilt, then it also should be 
admissable to prove innocence. It 
is a matter of justice and will help 
affirm the integrity of the Judi¬ 
ciary. 

Senate Concurrent Resolution 
35 reauthorizes the Task Force on 
the Unified Juvenile Code. The 
bipartisan task force consisting of 
members from all three branches 
and levels of government are 
meeting to continue the work 
that was begun last summer 
examining the juvenile code and 
considering what improvements 
should be made to balance the 
needs of juveniles and public safe¬ 
ty- 

All these bills now move to 
the House for their consideration.

Advanced, broadband com¬ 
munication technology is essen¬ 
tial to the commonwealth’s 
future. 

That’s the simple message 
behind Senate Bill 88, the Ken¬ 
tucky Senate’s New Economy 
Communications Act, which 
passed the Senate Economic 
Development, Tourism and 
Labor Committee this week. 

SB 88 is forward-looking leg¬ 
islation that will stimulate invest¬ 
ment in the newest technologies 
by erasing obsolete, monopoly- 
era regulations, while also pro¬ 
tecting consumers and rural areas. 

From distance learning to 
remote health monitoring to con¬ 
necting with our loved ones via 
social media, technology has 
already changed the way we work, 
live and play. Ongoing innova¬ 
tions will bring even more oppor¬ 
tunities in the future. There is 
broad consensus among consum¬ 
er groups, business and commu¬ 
nity leaders and elected officials 
that Kentucky needs to be a more 
connected state in order to take 
advantage of those opportunities. 

Listening to their constitu¬ 
ents, legislators are considering a 
bill to allow communications 
companies the flexibility to serve 
customers with the newest and 
best technologies, the same tech¬ 
nologies that will drive future 
jobs. Will modernizing Ken¬ 
tucky's telecom rules lead to less 
or no telephone service? Abso¬ 
lutely not. 

Companies which elect regu¬ 
lation under the bill will continue 
to provide reliable phone service 
in Kentucky. Lifeline services 
available to low-income consum¬ 
ers will continue to be available. 

Short-sighted opponents 
argue that the telecommunica¬ 
tions industry wants to stop serv¬ 
ing customers. That is ridiculous. 
No one's phone will be taken 
away and rural areas will not lose 
service. We want to serve as many 
customers as possible. 

In fact, we want to provide 
Kentuckians with more and bet¬ 
ter advanced services. We are will¬ 
ing to make the necessary invest¬ 
ments, but we need the flexibility 
to invest in next-generation tech¬ 
nologies, which also will deliver 
telephone service. Every dollar we 


are forced to spend on old tech¬ 
nology is a dollar we cannot 
spend on new wireless and broad¬ 
band infrastructure. 

Today, more than one-third of 
Kentucky households are wire- 
less-only, and another third use 
competitive options like cable or 
other communication services. 
Even those customers with basic 
dial tone want more and they're 
scouring the marketplace to find 
services to meet their needs. This 
bill encourages additional invest¬ 
ment and innovation, resulting in 
greater competition through 
newer and faster technologies 
that customers demand. 

While SB 88 includes con¬ 
sumer protections, competition 
has the greatest impact on service 
reliability and affordability. Con¬ 
sumers win if there is robust 
competition for their business. 
Currently, more than 100 compa¬ 
nies offer communications ser¬ 
vices in Kentucky and SB 88 will 
encourage even more competi¬ 
tion. 

Rural areas need faster speeds 
and better broadband coverage in 
order to fully benefit from oppor¬ 
tunities in today’s online world. 
By encouraging greater invest¬ 
ment in these areas, this bill pre¬ 
pares Kentucky for the future 
while ensuring no one is left 
behind on the wrong side of a 
digital divide. 

Many other states have already 
taken this step, positioning them¬ 
selves for jobs and investment. In 
those states, the same worn, tired 
scare tactics were used by the 
same opponents. Their predic¬ 
tions have not come true and no 
one has lost phone service. The 
reality is that providers want to 
invest in new infrastructure, 
expand access to broadband and 
help create jobs rather than sim¬ 
ply maintaining the status quo or 
clinging to the past. 

Capital investment flows to 
where it is welcomed. Why 
wouldn't Kentucky want to be in 
the best position possible to 
attract much-needed investment 
and jobs? 

The New Economy Commu¬ 
nications Act is a clear opportu¬ 
nity for lawmakers to take a 
determined stand in favor of 
future economic growth and 
moving our commonwealth for¬ 
ward in a challenging global 
economy. 


Legislative perspective on Kentucky General Assembly

In any given legislative ses¬ 
sion, it is not unusual for the 
House or Senate to vote for pro¬ 
posals that have been through the 
chamber before. 

Some of these bills may have 
been stopped previously because 
of cost, or because time ran out, 
or because one chamber’s priori¬ 
ties may not always be shared by 
the other. Other initiatives may 
require more time to get the pub¬ 
lic’s support. 

Last week, the House took up 
several of these familiar pieces of 
legislation, in the hope that this 
will be the year they become law. 

The most publicized of those 
would raise the high school drop¬ 
out age from 16 to 17 in 2017 
and then to 18 the following year. 
The House passed it with a size¬ 
able majority on Thursday, as my 
colleagues and I have done several 
times in recent years. 

This is a top priority of Gov¬ 
ernor and first lady Beshear as 
well, because we are seeing 6,000 
young men and women leave 
high school early every year. That 


decision almost guarantees they 
will have a difficult time qualify¬ 
ing for most jobs, and they will 
be more at-risk of costing the 
state in other ways by increased 
need of such safety-net programs 
as Medicaid. 

More than 30 states have set 
their dropout age at 17 or 18. If 
we are able to join them, we in 
the House are committed to 
making sure that the transition is 
easy for students and teachers 
alike. 

On Tuesday, the House put its 
bipartisan support behind anoth¬ 
er bill that has been through our 
chamber before. This one would 
make it possible for those con¬ 
victed of a Class “D” felony - the 
lowest of the four types of felony 
charges - to have their record 
expunged if they do not commit 
another crime within five years of 
completing their sentence. Those 
convicted of abusing children or 
the elderly, or any form of sexual 
abuse, would not be eligible. 

The hope is that, for those 
who do qualify, this would make 
it easier for them to fit back into 
society. It also would restore their 
gun rights as well. 

On Friday, the House turned 
its focus to strengthening the 
state’s human trafficking laws. 


We may think of this as a big-city 
issue, but supporters of this bill 
say that Kentucky has seen about 
100 cases of people in recent 
years essentially being sold into 
forced labor or prostitution. 
Only about a fifth of those cases 
have been prosecuted. 

Our legislation would make it 
easier to go after criminals 
involved in human trafficking, 
and to use any property seized 
from them to help pay for treat¬ 
ment costs for the victims. Vic¬ 
tims also would not be charged 
with crimes they may have com¬ 
mitted in these cases. 

This week, the 2013 legisla¬ 
tive session will reach the halfway 
point, meaning the pace of bills 
coming through our chamber 
will quicken. Some of those we 
should see soon would make our 
schools safer; expand access to 
domestic violence orders to dat¬ 
ing couples, something virtually 
every other state already has; and 
take more DNA samples from 
those charged with a felony. 

Although not tied to legisla¬ 
tion, the General Assembly did 
note some good news last week. 
First, Governor Beshear 
announced that a tax-amnesty 
program authorized last year had 
brought in nearly $57 million 


worth of delinquent state income 
taxes, which was about how much 
had been expected. He said the 
money came from all 120 coun¬ 
ties and from the 49 other states. 

Later in the week, Governor 
Beshear said that 2012 was a 
record year for our exports, which 
totaled $22 billion. That’s up 10 
percent from 2011, a rate twice as 
big as the national average. Ken¬ 
tucky products are now shipped 
to 199 different countries. 

I want to thank everyone who

Rosa Parks, a bold catalyst for civil rights

In 1980 Parks, widowed and 
without immediate family, 
rededicated herself to civil rights 
and educational organizations. 
She co-founded the Rosa L. 
Parks Scholarship Foundation 
for college-bound high school 
seniors, to which she donated 
most of her speaker fees. In Feb¬ 
ruary 1987 she co-founded, with 
Elaine Eason Steele, the Rosa 
and Raymond Parks Institute for 
Self Development, an institute 
that runs the "Pathways to Free¬ 
dom" bus tours which introduce 
young people to important civil 
rights and Underground Rail¬ 
road sites throughout the coun¬ 
try. Though her health declined 
as she entered her seventies, 
Parks continued to make many 
appearances and devoted consid¬ 
erable energy to these causes. 

In 1992, Parks published 
Rosa Parks: My Story, an autobi¬ 
ography aimed at younger read¬ 


In 1994 the Ku Klux Klan 
applied to sponsor a portion of 
United States Interstate 55 in 
Saint Louis County and Jeffer¬ 
son County, near St. Louis, Mis¬ 
souri, for clean up (which 
allowed them to have signs stat¬ 
ing that this section of highway 
was maintained by the organiza¬ 
tion). Since the state could not 
refuse the KKK's sponsorship, 
the Missouri legislature voted to 
name the highway section the 
"Rosa Parks Highway". When 
asked how she felt about this 
honor, she is reported to have 
commented, "It is always nice to 
be thought of." 

In 1999 Parks filmed a cameo 
appearance for the television 
series Touched by an Angel. It 
was to be her last appearance on 
film; health problems made her 
increasingly an invalid.

ers, which recounts her life 
details her life leading to her 
decision to keep her seat on the 
bus. A few years later, she pub¬ 
lished her memoir, titled Quiet 
Strength (1995), which focuses 
on her faith in her life. On 
August 30, 1994, Joseph Skip¬ 
per, an African-American drug 
addict, entered her home and 
attacked the 81-year-old Parks in 
the course of a robbery. The inci¬ 
dent sparked outrage throughout 
the United States. After his 
arrest, Skipper said that he had 
not known he was in Parks' 
home but recognized her after 
entering. Skipper asked, "Hey, 
aren't you Rosa Parks?" to which 
she replied, "Yes." She handed 
him $3 when he demanded 
money, and an additional $50 
when he demanded more. Before 
fleeing, Skipper struck Parks in 
the face. [34] Skipper was arrest¬ 
ed and charged with various 
breaking and entering offenses 
against Parks and other neigh¬ 
borhood victims. He admitted 
guilt and, on August 8, 1995, 
was sentenced to eight to 15 
years in prison. Suffering anxi¬ 
ety upon returning to her small 
central Detroit house following 
the ordeal, Parks moved into 
Riverfront Towers, a secure high- 
rise apartment building where 
she lived for the rest of her life. 


incapable of managing her own 
financial affairs by this time due 
to age-related physical and men¬ 
tal decline. Her rent was paid 
from a collection taken by Hart¬ 
ford Memorial Baptist Church 
in Detroit. When her rent 
became delinquent and her 
impending eviction was highly 
publicized in 2004, executives of 
the ownership company 
announced they had forgiven the 
back rent and would allow Parks, 
by then 91 and in extremely 
poor health, to live rent free in 
the building for the remainder of 
her life. [38] Her heirs and vari¬ 
ous interest organizations alleged 
at the time that her financial 
affairs had been mismanaged. 

Parks resided in Detroit until 
she died of natural causes at the 
age of 92 on October 24, 2005, 
in her apartment on the east side 
of the city. She and her husband 
never had children and she out¬ 
lived her only sibling. She was 
survived by her sister-in-law, 13 
nieces and nephews and their 
families, and several cousins, 
most of them residents of Michi¬ 
gan or Alabama. 

City officials in Montgomery 
and Detroit announced on 
October 27, 2005, that the front 
seats of their city buses would be 
reserved with black ribbons in 
honor of Parks until her funeral. 


Parks' coffin was flown to Mont¬ 
gomery and taken in a horse- 
drawn hearse to the St. Paul 
African Methodist Episcopal 
(AME) church, where she lay in 
repose at the altar on October 
29, 2005, dressed in the uniform 
of a church deaconess. A memo¬ 
rial service was held there the 
following morning. One of the 
speakers, United States Secretary 
of State Condoleezza Rice, said 
that if it had not been for Parks, 
she would probably have never 
become the Secretary of State. In 
the evening the casket was trans¬ 
ported to Washington, D.C. and 
transported by a bus similar to 
the one in which she made her 
protest, to lie in honor in the 
rotunda of the U.S. Capitol. 

Since the founding in 1852 
of the practice of lying in state in 
the rotunda, Parks was the 31st 
person, the first American who 
had not been a U.S. government 
official, and the second private 
person (after the French planner 
Pierre L'Enfant) to be honored 
in this way. She was the first 
woman and the second black 
person to lie in state in the 
Capitol. An estimated 50,000 
people viewed the casket there, 
and the event was broadcast on 
television on October 31, 2005. 
A memorial service was held that 
afternoon at Metropolitan AME 


Church in Washington, DC. 

With her body and casket 
returned to Detroit, for two 
days, Parks lay in repose at the 
Charles H. Wright Museum of 
African American History. Her 
funeral service was seven hours 
long and was held on November 
2, 2005, at the Greater Grace 
Temple Church in Detroit. After 
the service, an honor guard from 
the Michigan National Guard 
laid the U.S. flag over the casket 
and carried it to a horse-drawn 
hearse, which was intended to 
carry it, in daylight, to the cem¬ 
etery. As the hearse passed the 
thousands of people who were 
viewing the procession, many 
clapped and cheered loudly and 
released white balloons. Parks 
was interred between her hus¬ 
band and mother at Detroit's 
Woodlawn Cemetery in the cha¬ 
pel's mausoleum. The chapel 
was renamed the Rosa L. Parks 
Freedom Chapel in her honor. 
Parks had previously prepared 
and placed a headstone on the 
selected location with the 
inscription "Rosa L. Parks, wife, 
1913-." 

When Parks died, her fame 
was such that ESPN noted her 
death on the "Bottom Line," its 
on-screen ticker, on all of its 
networks. Usually, only informa¬ 
tion related to sports is found.

Food check-out week begins February 17 


Kentucky Farm Bureau (KFB) 
leaders across the state are cele¬ 
brating national “Food Check- 
Out Week,” February 17-23, to 
mark the time of year when the 
average American has earned 
enough income to meet his or her 
annual cost of food. Despite 
recent challenges in the economy, 
the U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture estimates that Americans 
spend just 10 percent of their 
disposable income on food each 
year. 

While food prices are not 
completely exempt from changes 
in our nations economy, the cost 
of food is not nearly as cumber¬ 
some as many other expenses. 
The average American earns 
enough to pay for his or her 
annual food costs by the seventh 
week of the year, but, according 
to research conducted by the Tax 
Foundation, that same person 
would have to work for 107 days 
(or until approximately the mid¬ 
dle of April) to earn enough to 
pay for annual taxes. 

“Americans work significantly 
longer to pay for federal taxes 
than for our food,” noted KFB 
President Mark Haney. “Food 
Check-Out Day is a good 
reminder of the affordability, 
quantity and quality of the food 
that our farmers bring to market 
year-round.” 


Now in its 13th year, “Food 
Check-Out Week” is also 
designed to keep the nation’s fluc¬ 
tuating economic conditions in 
mind. Farm Bureau volunteers in 
Kentucky and across the country 
prepare supermarket demonstra¬ 
tion stations for consumers with 
the primary goal of helping shop¬ 
pers increase their knowledge of 
how to stay on a budget while 
purchasing healthy food for their 
families. 


“We want to help people in 
these tough economic times be 
able to buy lots of good, nutri¬ 
tious food and still stay within 
budget,” said Terry Gilbert, chair 
of the American Farm Bureau 
(AFBF) Women’s Leadership 
Committee and KFB board 
member. “While we’re engaging 
with people and talking about the 
food the purchase, we’re also talk¬ 
ing with them about what we do 
on our own farms and why we do 
it. We’re there to honestly answer 
any questions or concerns they 
have about what we do to grow 
fruits and vegetables or raise our 
livestock.” 

“The whole thing is a great 
way of opening the door to a 
conversation that puts a face on 
agriculture,” concluded Gilbert.

Initial figures show Tax Amnesty program successful 


Initial figures from Kentucky’s 
Tax Amnesty program show a 
strong response from delinquent 
taxpayers. Actual and estimated 
receipts of $56.9 million slightly 
exceed the budgeted amount of 
$56.7 million. However, total 
revenue attributed to amnesty will 
not be conclusive until the end of 
the fiscal year, which is June 30. 

“More than 27,000 delinquent 
taxpayers from all 120 Kentucky 
counties and all 50 states partici¬ 
pated,” said Lori H. Flanery, Sec¬ 
retary of the Finance and Admin¬ 
istration Cabinet. “This means 
we have 27,000 more taxpayers 
who are now compliant and have 
come clean with the Common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky.” 

According to the Department 
of Revenue, the largest payment 
under amnesty was $6 million. 
The average payment was $1,300 
for individuals and $3,300 for 
businesses. 

Approximately 1,500 taxpay¬ 
ers, who could not pay their out¬ 
standing liability in full before 
amnesty ended, took advantage of 


setting up a payment plan. Those 
payments must be reached in full 
by May 31 - otherwise interest, 
penalties and fees will be added 
back. 

“Our goal with this amnesty 
program was not only to achieve 
the amount we projected, but to 
make it easy for taxpayers to com¬ 
ply,” said Tom Miller, Commis¬ 
sioner of the Department of Rev¬ 
enue. “I am so proud of our staff 
in Revenue. They worked tire¬ 
lessly preparing for amnesty, exe¬ 
cuting the program and now fol¬ 
lowing up.” 

A final report on the overall 
success of the amnesty program 
will be available soon after the end 
of the fiscal year. The last tax 
amnesty program in Kentucky 
was held in 2002. 

Following are additional facts 
and figures about Kentucky’s 
amnesty program: 

• 60 percent of applications 
were from businesses; 40 percent 
from individuals. 

• 86 percent of applications 
were from in-state versus out-of- 


state. 

• The top five counties for 
number of applications received 
were Jefferson, Fayette, Kenton, 
Boone and Oldham. 

• Beyond the Commonwealth, 
the top five states for number of 
applications received were Ohio, 
Indiana, Florida, Tennessee and 
Illinois. 

• The 61-day amnesty pro¬ 
gram ran from Oct. 1 to Nov. 30, 
2012 . 


• More than 175,000 packets 
were sent out to delinquent tax¬ 
payers. 

• Amnesty participants must 
remain current over the next three 
years or face reinstated penalties, 
fees and interest. 

• Those who did not partici¬ 
pate in amnesty face stiffer fees 
and additional interest. 

• An extensive advertising and 
public relations campaign gener¬ 
ated awareness of the amnesty 
program. 

• This was the third amnesty 
program ever offered to delin¬ 
quent Kentucky taxpayers. 


Kentucky public libraries provide books and much more 


Kentucky’s public libraries are 
providing new digital services 
along with books and other items 
at an unprecedented level, accord¬ 
ing to statistics compiled by the 
Kentucky Department for Librar¬ 
ies and Archives (KDLA) from 
annual reports submitted by Ken¬ 
tucky’s 119 public library sys¬ 
tems. 

Kentuckians checked out 
almost 20 million books from 
public libraries and bookmobiles 
in addition to more than nine 
million audio visual items in 
2012, while welcoming almost 20 
million visitors and serving many 
more through websites offering a 
wide range of services. 

Children’s services were used 
more than ever, with 8,282,762 
children’s items circulated. Atten¬ 
dance at children’s programs set a 
record at 1,269,546, an increase 
of 3.5 percent in 2012. 

“These numbers debunk the 
myth that libraries aren’t a neces¬ 
sity in the Internet age,” said State 
Librarian and Commissioner of 
the Kentucky Department for 
Libraries and Archives Wayne 
Onkst. “On the contrary, the data 


show that children are checking 
out books and other materials, as 
well as attending educational pro¬ 
grams more than ever before. 

“With continuing economic 
difficulties in the state, citizens 
are using the public computers 
and Internet access to seek 
employment and educational 
opportunities. Public libraries are 
a strong link in workforce devel¬ 
opment in Kentucky,” said Onkst. 

Electronic services continued 
to increase rapidly last year. The 
libraries provided 4,497 comput¬ 
ers free of charge for public use 
and trained more than 47,000 
Kentuckians in using electronic 
resources. Kentuckians used 
library computers for creating 
resumes, searching and applying 
for jobs, accessing e-government 
resources, doing homework for 
school at all levels, obtaining 
information for small business 
applications and searching for 
information on a variety of top¬ 
ics. Collections of e-books 
increased dramatically so that 
more than three million e-books 
were available for checkout. 

More community groups met 


at the library with a total of 
58,097 meetings held in library 
buildings in 2012. 

Almost 2.5 million Kentucki¬ 
ans, 57 percent of the state’s pop¬ 
ulation, are registered to use 
library services. 

Local public libraries are also 
held in high regard across the 
nation. The recently released 
report “Libraries in the Digital 
Age” from the Pew Research Cen¬ 
ter’s Internet and American Life 
project, found that 91 percent of 
Americans (16 or older) say that 
public libraries are important to 
their communities, and 76 per¬ 
cent say libraries are important to 
them and their families. 

KDLA provides equitable 
access to quality library and infor¬ 
mation resources and services, as 
well as helps public agencies 
ensure that legislatively mandated 
documentation of government 
programs is created, efficiently 
maintained, and made accessible.

Toll charge for new Brent Spence Bridge to be imposed

Passenger vehicles might only 
have to pay $1 to cross a new 
Brent Spence Bridge between 
Northern Kentucky and Cincin¬ 
nati if tolls are used to pay for 
the project. 

Preliminary results of a study 
being conducted to map out a 
finance plan for the bridge 
replacement show toll rates will 
not exceed $2 one-way for pas¬ 
senger vehicles. 

“Initial models show we’re 
going to be on the low end of the 
$1 to $5 range,” said Steve 
Faulkner, spokesman for the 
Ohio Department of Transporta¬ 
tion. “But it’s really too early to 
tell right now.” 

The $4 million “value-for- 
money” study commissioned by 
the Ohio and Kentucky trans¬ 
portation departments is expect¬ 
ed to be completed by the end of 


March, Faulkner said. The pre¬ 
liminary toll rates are based on 
the current project price tag, 
which is $2.47 billion, according 
to the Federal Highway Admin¬ 
istration. 

The preliminary rates also 
take into consideration projec¬ 
tions of the impact of traffic 
diverting to other routes to avoid 
tolls. 

There are no guarantees tolls 
will be as low as $1 or $2. The 
Federal Highway Administration 
estimates the project cost will 
increase by $300 million if there 
is a two-year delay in starting 
work, and that could drive up 
toll rates at any time. 

The Kentucky Legislature 
must approve any financing plan 
to replace the Brent Spence, and 
Northern Kentucky state law¬ 
makers remain opposed to charg¬ 
ing tolls on the bridge. 

Significant federal funding is 


not available for the project, and 
Kentucky Gov. Steve Beshear 
and Ohio Gov. John Kasich have 
said tolls are the only way the 
bridge will get built. 

Tolls are the centerpiece of 
the financing study, which is 
being conducted by HNTB, a 
leading engineering firm on 
multi-billion-dollar tolling proj¬ 
ects. The Enquirer first reported 
last month that toll rates were 
projected to range between $1 
and $5. 

The 49-year-old Brent Spen¬ 
ce Bridge on Interstates 71/75 is 
“functionally obsolete” because 
of its narrow lanes, lack of emer¬ 
gency shoulders and limited vis¬ 
ibility on the lower deck. The 
bridge carries double its intend¬ 
ed traffic capacity, and transpor¬ 
tation officials say congestion is 
only going to get worse.

Many adult Kentuckians uninsured for part of 2012 


Having health insurance is an 
important factor in being able to 
get needed health care. According 
to the 2012 Kentucky Health 
Issues Poll (KHIP), nearly 3 in 10 
Kentucky working age adults (28 
percent)* are uninsured, similar 
to previous surveys. In Northern 
Kentucky, more than 3 in 10 (35 
percent) of adults are uninsured. 
In general, as age, education level 
and income increased, the per¬ 
centage of Kentuckians who were 
uninsured decreased. KHIP is 
funded by The Health Founda¬ 
tion of Greater Cincinnati and 
the Foundation for a Healthy 
Kentucky. 

“Another factor in being able 
to get health care is how stable a 
person’s health insurance cover¬ 
age is,” explains Jennifer Chubin- 
ski, director of community 
research for the Health Founda¬ 
tion. “A measure of this is wheth¬ 
er a person has been covered 
continuously for the past 12 
months.” More than 1 in 10 Ken¬ 
tuckians ages 18-64 (13 percent) 
who were insured at the time of 
KHIP had been uninsured at 
some point in the past 12 months. 
This means that 4 in 10 Ken¬ 
tucky adults ages 18-64 had been 
uninsured at some point in the 
last 12 months, a number that 
has increased 10 percentage 
points in the past five years. 

Like most states, Kentucky 
has seen a shift in whether its 
residents have health insurance 
and if so, where they obtain that 
insurance. Nationally, there has 
been a noticeable reduction in 
employer-provided insurance and 
an accompanying shift to public 


insurance. Kentucky has also 
experienced this trend. 

In 2008, more than 5 in 10 
Kentucky adults (55 percent) got 
health insurance from their 
employer or their spouse’s 
employer. In 2012, fewer than 4 
in 10 Kentucky adults (37 per¬ 
cent) got health insurance from 
an employer. 

More working-age adults are 
receiving public insurance from 
Medicare, Medicaid, military 
insurance or some combination 
of the three. Currently, nearly 3 
in 10 Kentucky adults ages 18-64 
(27 percent) are covered by some 
form of public insurance. That’s 
more than twice the percentage of 
adults ages 18-64 (10 percent) 
who were covered by public 
insurance in 2008.

The 2012 Kentucky Health 
Issues Poll (KHIP) is funded by 
The Health Foundation of Great¬ 
er Cincinnati and the Foundation 
for a Healthy Kentucky.

14, 2012 by the Institute for 
Policy Research at the University 
of Cincinnati. A random sample 
of 1,680 adults from throughout 
Kentucky was interviewed by 
telephone. This included 1,360 
landline interviews and 320 cell 
phone interviews. 

In 95 of 100 cases, the state¬ 
wide estimates will be accurate to 
±2.5%. There are other sources of 
variation inherent in public opin¬ 


ion studies, such as non-response, 
question wording or context 
effects that can introduce error or 
bias.

Senate Ag Panel unanimously passes hemp bill 


Before a packed house filled 
with hemp supporters, the Ken¬ 
tucky Senate Agriculture Com¬ 
mittee unanimously passed Sen¬ 
ate Bill 50, Sen. Paul Hornback’s 
legislation that provides an 
administrative framework if and 
when the federal government 
legalizes industrial hemp. 

Republican Majority Leader 
Damon Thayer made the motion 
for passage as U.S. Sen. Rand 
Paul, U.S. Reps. John Yarmuth 
and Thomas Massie and Ken¬ 
tucky Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer testified together in 
support of the bill. In a showing 
of bipartisanship, the motion was 
seconded by Democrat Sen. 
Robin Webb. 

“This is by far the most 
impressive panel to testify on a 
bill in my 13 years in Frankfort,” 
Commissioner Comer said. 
“We’re honored that Senate Bill 
50 passed by a unanimous vote.” 

“I see no reason why we 
wouldn’t want to be a leader in 
this,” Sen. Paul said. “Why not 
legalize something that could 
produce jobs and probably will?” 

Democrat U.S. Rep. John 


Yarmuth vowed to work with 
Sen. Paul toward a federal waiver 
that would allow Kentucky to be 
a pilot state for hemp produc¬ 
tion. 

“All of us here are strongly 
committed to making sure Ken¬ 
tucky is not left behind in any 
area,” Rep. Yarmuth said. “This is 
an area I am convinced will hap¬ 
pen. Industrial hemp will become 
a major crop and a major source 
of a variety of products through¬ 
out this country. We need to be 
positioned to take advantage of 
that.” 

Republican U.S. Rep. Thom¬ 
as Massie is a primary sponsor of 
legislation in the U.S. House of 
Representatives to legalize indus¬ 
trial hemp. Massie, a farmer in 
northeastern Kentucky, said he 
and other farmers in his area are 
looking for an alternative to 
tobacco since much burley pro¬ 
duction in the area has disap¬ 
peared. 

“It’s the dream of my wife and 
me to pass our family farm on to 
our children and for them not to 
have to subdivide it or cut all the 
timber,” Rep. Massie said. “But 


for them to do that, there has to 
be a viable economic alternative.” 

James Woolsey, director of 
Central Intelligence during the 
Clinton administration, 

debunked several myths about 
industrial hemp. A producer 
would grow hemp and marijuana 
side by side “only if he knows 
nothing about botany,” Woolsey 
said. 

“There are 35 industrial west¬ 
ern countries that permit the 
growing of hemp,” said Woolsey, 
a member of the North American 
Industrial Hemp Council. “We 
cannot find one that has had a 
problem in distinguishing indus¬ 
trial hemp from marijuana.” 

The federal delegation praised 
the leadership of Commissioner 
Comer, who has championed this 
cause from the beginning of his 
administration. 

“Frankfort insiders said it 
couldn’t be done,” Comer stated. 
“But we never gave up, and we 
are now one step closer to putting 
Kentucky in the lead for jobs.” 

Sen. Hornback has vowed to 
push for quick passage of SB 50 
on the Senate Floor. 


BBB warns consumers: Don't fall for "Do Not Call" scam 


Scammers have been making 
phone calls posing as representa¬ 
tives of the National Do Not Call 
Registry. The calls claim to pro¬ 
vide an opportunity to sign up 
for the registry or ask consumers 
to verify their information. Of 
course, the callers are really trying 
to solicit personal information, 
which opens victims up to iden¬ 
tity fraud. 

How the Scam Works: 

Someone calls you claiming to 
represent the National Do Not 
Call Registry. The registry "offi¬ 
cial" asks for personal informa¬ 
tion, such as name, address and 
Social Security number. The scam 
has several variations. In one, the 
caller wants to verify that you are 
on the National Do Not Call 
Registry. In another, he/she 
claims to give you a chance to 
register your phone number. 

Just hang up the phone; this is 
a scam. Representatives from the 
registry will not call you. Plus, 
sharing personal inormation with 
the caller will just put you at risk 
for identity theft. 


How to Protect Yourself 
from Scam Calls: 

Don't share your personal 
information if someone calls you 
claiming to represent the Nation¬ 
al Do Not Call Registry. 

Do not call the scammers 
back. 

Remember that your partici¬ 
pation in the National Do Not 
Call Registry does not expire. Do 
not listen to claims otherwise. If 
you want to add your number to 
the Do Not Call Registry, go to 
Donotcall.gov or call 888-382- 


1222 from the phone you wish to 
register.

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Thurgood Marshall, America’s 
Promise, and the "Devil in the 
Grove" 

After a night of serious drink¬ 
ing at an American Legion hall 
dance in Lake County, Florida, 
one mid-summer evening in 
1949, a 17-year-old girl named 
Norma Lee (Tyson) Padgett and 
her estranged husband, Willie 
Padgett, reported that they had 
been the victims of a violent 
attack by a group of young Black 
men. The young woman claimed 
she had been raped, though 
physical evidence did not sup¬ 
port her claim. 

The truth was both much 
simpler and, because of the time 
and place in which these young 
people all lived, much more com¬ 
plicated. In fact, the young white 
couple, whose car had stalled on 
a rural road, had been the benefi¬ 
ciaries of the kindness of two 
young army veterans, both Afri¬ 
can American, who happened to 
be driving on the same road as 
the couple, saw their stalled car, 
and stopped to help. But after 
these two young Black men were 
unable to get the car restarted - 
and after suffering verbal abuse 
and racial epithets as recompense 
for their labors - one of the Black 
men retaliated, leaving Willie on 
the ground. 

Gilbert King, a journalist who 
has written on legal history for 
the New York Times and the 
Washington Post, and who tells 
this story in his gripping book, 
Devil in the Grove: Thurgood 
Marshall, the Groveland Boys, 
and the Dawn of a New America, 


describes the scene: "The two 
friends stood for a moment, their 
eyes set on a motionless Willie 
Padgett lying sprawled in the 
grass beside a pasture fence. They 
hadn't hurt him too badly, and 
he'd had it coming, but this was 
Lake County, and they could see 
the picture. Cross a white man 
wrong in these parts and you're 
like to find your own Black self 
lying dead in a ditch. Norma Lee 
Padgett, still clutching the near- 
empty bottle of whiskey, steadied 
herself on the sand and clay. 
Bathed in the bright moonlight 
and the glow from the Mercury's 
headlights, she knew. She knew 
nothing good would come of 
this. They all knew." 

The wrath of a notoriously 
violent sheriff, Willis V. McCall, 
was unleashed as soon as the 
couple made their claims, as was 
the brutality of the Ku KIux 
Klan. Homes were burned. Inno¬ 
cent men were murdered; fami¬ 
lies were driven from the area. 
And, upon this stage, strewn 
with shattered lives, stepped a 
weary man from New York City, 
a lawyer for the NAACP, already 
deeply invested in other cases 
around the country, including 
the landmark case which he 
would argue before the Supreme 
Court of the United States, 
"Brown v. Board of Education." 
Ignoring threats and in the face 
of harrowing violence - which 
had already claimed the life of 
one of the NAACP's dedicated 
associates in Florida - future 
Supreme Court Justice Thurgood 
Marshall, "Mr. Civil Rights," 



took up this case personally and 
saw it to its end in a way that 
helped to change race relations 
throughout the country. 

Reading how this story 
unfolded is worth your time. 
And I commend Gilbert King's 
book to you. But I would like to 
reflect on the story just a moment 
to understand a larger historical 
point. 

In his most recent book, The 
American Bible: How Our Words 
Unite, Divide, and Define a 
Nation, Stephen Prothero assem¬ 
bles a sort of canon of American 
civil religion, a collection of 
nationally-sacred texts, arranged 
thematically as the Christian 
Bible is arranged from Genesis to 
Epistles, including Laws, Chron¬ 
icles, Psalms, Prophets, and Gos¬ 
pels. Genesis includes "The Dec¬ 
laration of Independence." In the 
"Law" section, we find the U.S. 
Constitution and "Brown v. 
Board of Education." Among the 
prophets we find Martin Luther 
King Jr.'s speech, "I Have a 
Dream." And in the epistles we 
have Dr. King's "Letter from 
Birmingham Jail." 

When we place in the same 
frame these astonishing texts and 
the story Gilbert King tells, the 
faith African Americans have 
placed in the deepest, founda¬ 
tional legal ideals of this country 
even when the practices of those 
charged with shaping, adjudicat¬ 
ing, and enforcing specific laws 
have so often betrayed the ideals 
themselves, comes clearly into 
focus. 

Thus, Dr. King, in his 1963 
"I Have a Dream" speech, says, 
"When the architects of our 
republic wrote the magnificent 
words of the Constitution and 


the Declaration of Independence, 
they were signing a promissory 
note to which every American 
was to fall heir. This note was a 
promise that all men would be 
guaranteed the inalienable rights 
of life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness." Standing in the shad¬ 
ow of Abraham Lincoln, Dr. 
King said: "In a sense we have 
come to our nation's capital to 
cash a check." 

When a decade later, another 
great African-American leader, 
educator and legislator Barbara 
Jordan, said, one mid-summer 
evening in 1974, "My faith in the 
Constitution is whole, it is com¬ 
plete, it is total," she was articu¬ 
lating the same hope in the fun¬ 
damental claims of our republic 
that drove Thurgood Marshall to 
get off a plane in Florida to do 
battle with those who had per¬ 
verted justice during that other 
mid-summer evening in 1949. It 
was the same hope that com¬ 
pelled Dr. King to have more 
confidence in America's promises 
than many thought realistic. 

If there is anything the civil 
rights movement should have 
taught us it is that we should not 
give up on our country to live up 
to its ideals. One certainly can 
grow weary in the struggle toward 
fulfillment of those ideals, 
because the struggle is long; but 
there is no room for cynicism in 
a nation of people who have, 
against all odds, been roused 
again and again by Lincoln's 
"better angels," and Jefferson's 
love for freedom, and King's 
faith in a hate-conquering love to 
find in our founding not an 
excuse for self-indulgence and 
license, but a call to the common 
good.

Kentucky State Fair youth 
livestock show rule changes for 

2013 

Preparation is well underway 
for the 2013 Kentucky State Fair 
4-H/FFA Youth Livestock Shows. 
4-H members are preparing their 
livestock, checking entry form 
due dates, clearing their calendars 
and referencing the event rules. 
The result of these efforts is more 
than the process of preparing and 
exhibiting livestock. Through all 
of the hard work, participation 
and planning, youth learn mean¬ 
ingful and useful life skills such as 
responsibility, critical thinking, 
long-term preparation and deci¬ 
sion making. 

4-H members are responsible 
for reviewing the Premium Book 
and General Rules for the 2013 
shows. Listed below are the rule 
changes that have been adopted 
by the fair board for 2013. 

Once again, adhesives and 
paints will NOT be allowed for 
show preparation for all breeding 
and market animals, with the 
exception of dairy. 

Also, to participate in the 
Novice weight and showmanship 
classes for the swine, goat and 
lamb shows, exhibitors must be 3 
years old and not older than 8 
years old as of Jan. 1. 

The following applies to 4-H/ 
FFA Youth Sheep Show: 

• Exhibitors must list the 
breed of their market lamb on the 
Kentucky State Fair entry form. 
Entry forms received will be 
cross-referenced with the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Agriculture 
database to ensure that exhibitors 
are entering their lamb(s) in the 
breed class at the Kentucky State 
Fair that they have shown them 
in throughout the summer at 
qualifying shows. However, the 
Kentucky State Fair classifiers can 
move the lamb to a different 
breed classification if they choose. 

• For the market lamb show, a 
breed must have five lambs to 
have a separate class for that 


breed. If a breed has less than five 
head they will show in the All 
Other Breeds Division. 

The following classes will be 
added in the Suffolk and Hamp¬ 
shire Breeding Sheep Divisions: 

• Slick Sheared Ewe Lamb 
born after Jan. 1 

• Slick Sheared Ewe 1 year 
and under 2 years 

• Senior Ewe Lamb 

• Senior Ram Lamb 

• In the Black Face and White 
Face Crossbred Breeding Sheep 
Divisions, the classes for the Late 
Born Junior Ewe Lamb and the 
Early Born Junior Ewe Lamb will 
be combined to become Ewe 
Lamb Born After Jan. 1. 

• Breeding sheep registration 
papers must have breed registries 
seal on the paper. 

The following applies to 4-H/ 
FFA Youth Beef Show: 

• The Salers breed will have 
their own division. 

• The class listing for breeding 
cattle will be re-worked to show 
that Cow/Calf entries do NOT 
show for Grand and Reserve 
Champion Female. 

• The All Other Breeds Divi¬ 
sion will be split into two divi¬ 
sions: one for purebred cattle and 
one for percentage cattle. 

• The use of chin straps to 
alter the conformation/appear- 
ance of an animal will not be 
allowed. 

The following applies to 4/H/ 
FFA Youth Market Goat Show: 

• Exhibitors will be allowed to 
show two commercial does.

Reducing your energy costs 

Energy costs are monthly 
expenses that fluctuate through¬ 
out the year, since much of our 
heating and cooling usage 
depends on Mother Nature. 
However, you can make your 
home more energy efficient and 
reduce some of your energy 
expenses by locating and switch¬ 
ing off sources of phantom ener¬ 
gy in your home. 

Phantom energy usage occurs 
when a device is not performing 
its primary task but is still using 
electricity. Phantom energy users 
include many products that have 
a standby mode, such as micro- 
waves, coffee makers and similar 
products that constantly display 
the time. Devices with remote 
controls, external power supplies 
and battery chargers are other 
examples of phantom energy cul¬ 
prits. These include televisions, 
cell phone chargers and cordless 
phones. These devices use elec¬ 
tricity 24 hours a day when 
plugged into an outlet. 

The easiest way to reduce 
phantom energy usage is to 
unplug these products when they 
are not in use. Sometimes this is 
easier said than done, especially if 
you regularly use the product. If 
you find yourself in that situa¬ 
tion, you may want to consider 
purchasing a smart power strip to 
manage a group of electronics or 
a conserve power switch for small 
appliances. 

Smart power strips are 
equipped with control outlets, 
switched outlets and constant 


outlets. The control outlets man¬ 
age much of the power coming 
into the strip. When you plug a 
device into a control outlet and it 
goes into sleep mode, the strip 
will cut off the power to it and 
other devices placed on the 
switched outlets. The constant, or 
hot, outlet continuously provides 
power only to the product 
plugged into it. This is beneficial 
if you have devices like a fax 
machine or digital video recorder 
(DVR) that need to stay on 
regardless. Smart power strips are 
available at office supply stores 
and super centers. 

Conserve power switches are 
handy if you find it cumbersome 
to unplug all your small appli¬ 
ances or electronics after each use. 
These have an on/off switch that 
you can flip to control the power 
to a device, so you’re not con¬ 
stantly plugging and unplugging 
your appliances or electronics. 
These switches are available 
online. 

Reducing phantom energy use 
is one way to become more ener¬ 
gy efficient. If you’re interested in 
learning about other ways to 
manage your home energy use, 
the University of Kentucky 
Cooperative Extension Service 
has a program to teach you how 
to use an online home energy 
self-assessment tool. This tool can 
help you understand how your 
home uses energy. For more 
information on this program or 
phantom energy, visit the Pendle¬ 
ton County Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service.

Manure testing 

When you properly use 
manure as a fertilizer, it is both 
economically and environmental¬ 
ly beneficial. 

Because the nutrients in 
manure vary widely, it is impor¬ 
tant to have your manure tested 
before application. Testing allows 
for accuracy in nutrient manage¬ 
ment specific to your crop needs 
and it minimizes water contami¬ 
nation caused by nutrient run-off 
or leaching. 

To have your manure tested, 
you will need to gather samples 
and take them to your local 
Cooperative Extension office. 
The cost is $25 plus shipping and 
handling. Make sure you have 
filled out the appropriate paper 
work at the extension office and 
include the county identification 
number. They will then send the 
results to the University of Ken¬ 
tucky College of Agriculture’s 
Division of Regulatory Services 
Soil Test Laboratory. Results are 
typically available in about a 
week. Upon return, your local 
extension agent for agriculture 
and natural resources can help 
you interpret the analysis results 
and determine application rates. 

You need to send samples 
within 60 days of the date you 
plan to apply the manure since 
manure nutrients can change with 
time. If you cannot deliver the 
sample to your extension office on 
the day of collection, refrigerate 
or freeze the samples until you are 
able to deliver them. Below are 
suggestions for collecting manure 


samples and preferred transport 
methods. 

You should gather manure 
samples from poultry litter before 
you clean out the poultry house. 
Collect at least 12 samples from 
different areas of the poultry 
house and put them all in one 
clean bucket. Mix the samples 
together and place the combined 
sample in a double Ziploc bag for 
shipping. Manure samples from 
cattle are gathered, combined and 
transported in the same manner. 

It’s best to collect liquid 
manure from dairy or swine held 
in a lagoon several feet into the 
lagoon, not from the edge. You 
can also gather it as the lagoon is 
being emptied. You should only 
send liquid samples in the plastic 
bottles provided by your local 
county Cooperative Extension 
Office. It is very important to not 
fill these plastic bottles completely 
full as the manure produces gases 
that can cause the bottle to 
explode. 

For maximum nutrient effi¬ 
ciency, it is important to apply the 
manure close to when the crop is 
planted. If you must use the 
manure in the fall, make sure you 
plant a cover crop to decrease the 
loss of nitrogen.

Spring forest fire hazard season burning restrictions began February 15 


Kentucky law designates Feb. 
15 through April 30 as spring for¬ 
est fire hazard season. During 
this time, it is illegal to burn 
anything within 150 feet of any 
woodland or brushland between 
the daylight hours of 6 a.m. and 
6 p.m. The law is intended to 
prevent forest fires by allowing 
outdoor burning only after 6 
p.m. when conditions are less 
likely to cause a wildfire to spread. 
“Wildfire is an extremely danger¬ 
ous situation that doesn’t have to 
happen,” said Leah MacSwords, 
director of the Division of For¬ 
estry (KDF). “Kentuckians have 
lived with wildfires for so long 
that people think they are a natu¬ 
ral occurrence, but nothing can 
be further from the truth. Delib¬ 
erate or careless acts by people 
lead to wildfires with the largest 
two causes by far being arson and 
burning of trash and debris.” Last 
year, KDF suppressed 1,234 fires 
that burned 32,855 acres across 
the state, and arson continued 
being the leading cause of wild¬ 
fires in Kentucky. 

To reduce the risks of wildfire, 
forestry officials recommend that 


citizens be aware of fire hazard 
seasons, outdoor burning laws, 
campfire safety and precautions 
to take while burning woody 
debris. The following guidelines 
provided by KDF summarize the 
specifics of forest fire season: 

Be aware of all outdoor burning 
restrictions, including forest fire 
hazard seasons, air pollution reg¬ 
ulations and restrictions imposed 
by local ordinances and county 
burn bans. 

Avoid burning debris during 
fire hazard seasons and during 
times of dry, windy conditions. 
Completely extinguish all camp¬ 
fires and debris piles. Never leave 
a fire unattended and always 
extinguish fires if conditions 
become too windy. The smallest 
spark can lead to a dangerous 
wildfire. 

Properly extinguish smoking 
materials. Put out cigarettes, 
cigars or pipes only in cleared 
areas free of vegetation or debris. 
Avoid parking cars, trucks or rec¬ 
reational vehicles on dry vegeta¬ 
tion. The exhaust system on a 
vehicle can reach a temperature of 
more than 1,000 degrees, which 
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could easily start a wildfire. 

Incorporate “Firewise” prac¬ 
tices around homes and commu¬ 
nities in forested areas. Firewise 
practices range from creating 
defensible space around homes by 
removing leaves, debris and fire¬ 
wood and ensuring access for fire 
response personnel and equip¬ 
ment in rural or isolated areas. 
Report suspicious acts of arson to 


the nearest Kentucky State Police 
post of call the Target Arson Hot¬ 
line at 1-800-27-ARSON.

Ed Cravens, Wildcats varsity 
head coach, said in his 29 years of 
coaching he's never lost a player 
during the course of a season 
quite like this.
